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Dutch Proposal 
Gold Price Rise Delay

WASHINGTON (AP ) — A 


plan that would delay a rise in 
the official U. S. price of gold 
emerged today from a proposal 
by Dutch Finance Minister R. J. 
Nelissen. 


Nelissen wants a new, lower 


value set for the dollar in terms 
of the average price it brings 
against other major currencies 
in the open market. The price of 
the dollar has dropped about 10 
per cent in terms of the West 
German mark since the mark 
began floating on the open 
market in May. 


The Dutch 
proposal 
was 


designed as a compromise. But 
a White House spokesman said 
Wednesday there has been no 
change in the U. S. policy 
against devaluing the dollar by 
raising the official price of gold 
above $35 an ounce. 


Shortly 
afterwards, 
Carl 


Klasen, head of the West Ger- 


man Federal Bank predicted the 
United States soon would raise 
the price of gold. 


"They will not protest very 


long," he told a news conference 
at the annual meeting of 118 
countries in the International 
Monetary fund. 


At a

delegates President Nixon said 
nothing directly about gold or 
devaluation. He only predicted 
the "kind of discussion in which 
all sides bargain hard in their 
own interest."

For Proposed School Unification 


Tax Compromise 
Expected Between 
Reagan, Democrats

Assembly 
Speaker 
Bob 
Moretti said late Wednesday the 
Republican 
governor 
and 
legislative leaders made “a 
major 
breakthrough” 
in 
negotiations on a tax reform 
plan. 
Moretti said the breakthrough 
is a proposal for a new tax to 
take the place of the sales tax 
increase both Republicans and 
Democrats previously proposed 
in their tax shift plans. 
Leaders of both parties say 
they are pledged to reveal no 
details of the tax talks until final 
agreement is reached. At stake 
are proposals to shift from $1 
billion to $1.8 billion of taxes to 
new sources and tax increase 
proposals of up to $485 million. 


School 
unification, 
if 
ac­ 
complished, would give each 
unified district seven trustees 
elected from present districts. 
Some of the present districts, 
however, would combine with 
neighboring 
districts 
with 
similar school problems to form 
a new trustee district, according 
to Bill Davis of the Tehama 
County Dept, of Education. 
Combined districts in the Red 
Bluff Union High School unified 
district would include joining 
Bend and Evergreen districts 
and 
merging 
the 
Man­ 
tón,Mineral and Plum Valley 
(Paynes Creek) districts. Each 
of the combined districts would 
have one trustee on the new, 
unified board. 
The 
Bend 
Evergreen 


(Mantón) and Manton-Mineral- 
Plum Valley trustees would 
serve with trustees from the 
Antelope, Gerber, Lassen View, 
Red Bluff and Reeds Creek 
districts. The Red Bluff-Reed 
Creek districts also would be 
merged, but the new district 
would have two trustees. Each 
of the other districts would have 
one trustee on the board. 
In the Corning unification 
proposal, 
trustees would be 
elected from each of the present 
districts, with Corning to elect 
two trustees if Capay is in­ 
cluded in the new district; three 
if the southern-most district is 
not included in the unification. 
The future of the Capay 
district, which is split by the 
Tehama-Glenn counties’ line, is 


still to be decided. A meeting at 
the school is scheduled Oct. 5. 
Taxes for all districts, as well 
as bonded indebtedness, would 
be “leveled.” 
According to Davis, each 
district would be surveyed to 
determine its tax needs and a 
tax rate would be set to meet the 
needs of the now unified district. 
Each of the former districts in 
a new unified district would pay 
the same tax.

rebuilding of a school, as in the 
case of the Flournoy district, 
would be covered by the new 
district.

American Casualties 
Reported 16 Higher

Command announced today that 
29 Americans were killed in 
action in Vietnam last week, the 
first time in 11 weeks that U.S. 
combat deaths exceeded 20. 


The toll was 16 higher than the

previous week. 


A command spokesman, Maj. 


Richard Gardner, said that part 
of the increase last week was 
due to administrative changes in 
casualty listings. He said six 
men 
previously carried 
as 


missing or wounded were now 
reported as dead. Several others 
included in last week's toll, he 
said, resulted from delays in 
reports or identifications.

showed 
47 


Americans were wounded in 
action last week, a drop of 64 
from the previous week.

President Nixon should not 
make an early decision in 
selecting his running mate for 
1972 so he can find the best man 
possible. 


"He must find the strongest 


running mate he can and he 
wasn't going to decide that at all 
this year," Agnew said at a news 
conference here Wednesday. 


"And I'm perfectly willing not 


to make my decision until he 
makes his," Agnew added when 
asked if he would like to be No. 2 
man on the Republican ticket 
again. 


The vice president, here to 


speak before a convention of 
former FBI agents, today, also 
told newsmen he has some 
doubts about proposals to place 
low income housing in middle- 
class neighborhoods in an at- 
tempt to further racial in- 
tegration. 


"I'm not sure that where 


economic factors are unequal, 
the kind of integration that 
results is really in the advantage 
of racial 
harmony," 
Agnew 


said. 


"What I'm saying is that, if 


people are going to live together 
and work together 
and be 


compatible with one another 
they should have at least what 
you might call a socioeconomic 
identity with one another," he 
added. 


Agnew also contended that 


busing to achieve racial in- 
tegraton in public schools is no 
more desirable in the North than 
it is in the South. 


Earlier, in a San Francisco 


address to 1,300 delegates of the 
League 
of California Cities 


annual conference, Agnew made 
another plea for passage of 
Nixon's 
$5 billion revenue- 


sharing program.

The Bank of China delayed 
until Wedensday erection on the 
top of its building a sign saying 
"Long Live Chairman Mao."

Supreme Court blocked changes 
in the way a welfare recipient's 
grant is figured. But Carleson 
said this change isn't being 
implemented right away, so the 
ruling doesn't really affect the 
reforms. 


"Our 
attorneys

analyzing this," he said of the 
Supreme Court ruling, "and 


haven't advised me as to exactly 
what action we have to take. It is 
only one section of the Welfare 
Reform Act, but there's no 
question it's a significant sec- 
tion. 


"None of the other elements of 


the act are under any kind of 
restraint and we have gone 
ahead with them."

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New Problem For Vets Administration; 
Dealing With Narcotics In Its Hospitals

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Phasing out of the Vietnam war 
and the resulting discharge of its 
veterans has created a new and 
difficult 
problem 
for 
the 


Veterans Administration: drug 
dealing in its hospitals. 


Officials 
at 
Veterans Ad- 


ministration 
headquarters in 


Washington 
minimize 
drug 


abuse problems as isolated 
incidents, 
but 
VA hospital 


directors dispute this. 


The men who run the hospitals 


said the problem is already a 
major one, that it is growing 
steadily, that it is a source of 
violent 
crimes 
inside 
the 


hospitals and that it is nearly 
impossible to stop. 


The problem is most acute in 


those facilities 
where large 


numbers of Vietnam veterans 
are patients, say the hospital 
directors. 


And a new door to abuses 


opened with creation of drug- 
treatment 
centers 
in 
VA 


hospitals. The centers, 32 of 
which were scheduled to be in 
operation by next month, seem 
to draw pushers. 


At 
the 
VA 
hospital 
in 


Washington, authorities 
were 


summoned recently by the 
chaplain who detected a sweet 
odor 
emanating 
from 
his 


editation room. They learned 
that six patients had been 
smoking marijuana there, but 
haven't been able to learn their 
names. 


Hospital 
Director 
A. 
A. 


Gaviazzi ordered the meditation 
room locked. The next night the 
patients smoked their pot behind 


the chapel altar. Now the chapel 
also is locked. 


Gaviazzi is convinced that the 


pot parties are continuing in 
some secluded area 
of the 


sprawling 
hospital 
complex, 


"we just don't know where." 


"One day I fully expect to get 


that sweet odor pouring out of 
the air conditioning ducts," said 
the director. 


The situation is more serious 


in the Washington VA hospital's 
new drug -treatment center. 


"We have a constant problem 


of drugs coming into this unit," 
said its chief physician, Dr. 
Norman Tamarkin. "We have 
periodic unannounced searches 
and we have turned up some 
drugs." 


"It's 
not uncommon for a 


patient to come here 
from 


another ward and say he's been 


shooting up every day. One 
patient in the neuropsychiatric 
ward was shooting up every day 
for four months before anybody 
discovered it. 


"It's not something you can 


easily put a stop to. This is a 60- 
bed hospital and there are 
hundreds of people in and out of 
the building every day. Short of 
a thorough search of each 
patient and visitor every day, 
there's no way to keep drugs out. 
They're easier to carry and hide 
than a bottle of liquor." 


No one in the VA system can 


pinpoint how many patients in 
the 166 VA hospitals across the 
country use or sell narcotics. 


Earlier this year, Michael 


Burns, executive director of 
Paralyzed Veterans of America, 
charged before a Senate sub- 
committee that drug abuse was 


particularly 
widespread 
in 


spinal-cord-injury wards. 


"If the VA were ever to open 


the Pandora's box on drug abuse 
in spinal-cord-injury wards," he 
said, "it would make any other 
study on drug abuse seem like 
nothing." 


Prompted by Burns' charges, 


the 
VA conducted 
an 
in- 


vestigation 
and 
concluded: 


"There are some alcohol and-or 
drug-abuses problems... but.. . 
officials are making diligent 
efforts to control and correct 
them." 


In an Associated Press survey 


of 12 VA hospital directors, half 
said they had direct knowledge 
of illegal drug activities in their 
institutions and the other half 
said they suspected but could 
not prove such activities.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Ervin 
Tarver went to work for the 
investment firm of Eastm an, 
Dillon as a part-time janitor 
because it was the only job he 
could find in town.

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Confusing Insignia And Substance 


Red Bluff High School District administrators and the 
governing board handled with calm good sense an emotional 
request — or, perhaps, more accurately, demand — presented to 
them this week. 


Allen Peters, a long-time member of the teaching staff and an 
instructor in civics, called for publishing in the school bulletin a 
notice that wearing of the flag or any portion of it would not be 
permitted. He quoted the national flag code and public law to back 
his stand. Principal William P. Mulholland and District Superin­ 
tendent Glen D. Smith took the position that it isn't up to the school 
to “ police federal law.” The trustees discussed it at length, noted 
that garments which would come under Peters’ proposed ban are 
being sold widely, pointed ouc all the varying shades of cases that 
might present themselves, then, at the suggestion of Trustee 
W illiam Martin, referred the question to the student council. 


Smith said he didn’t think “ one hundred per cent ot the 
students” who wear garments that incorporate parts of the flag 
intend to desecrate the flag. Martin said he had seen a boy wearing 
a cap such as Peters had objected to and said: “ I was not of­ 
fended.” Trustee J. A. Barber commented that the question of the 
flag is a “ highly emotional issue,” and that it does not mean quite 
the same thing to all persons, no matter how patriotic they may be. 


That really gets at the issue here. Though Peters backed up his 
insistent request reference to federal law, it was obviously his deep 
personal concern for the question involved that motivated him. The 
wisdom of the rigid rule he asked is the primary matter to be 
considered, then. And there are good reasons against it. 


Display of stars and stripes in clothing in connection with 
patriotic themes is as old as Uncle Sam and his star-spangler 
topper. Fourth of Ju ly costumes incorporated the stars and stripes 
often in years long gone by. Now merchants are selling garments 
“ which portray the flag or parts thereof,” and youngsters are 
buying them, some no doubt with patriotic motives. 


There are others, of course, who are doing it as a form of 
protest. But issuing rigid rules to block them will not make patriots 
of them. It will not “ teach them respect.” 


Let those who revere the tlag, those who hold it as a sacred 
thing, give it their full devotion. They cannot force it upon others. It 
is something that must be given freely. Forcing others to go 
through the motions will avail us nothing. 


And further. Though we may take pride in the insignia, it’s the 
substance of liberty that counts most. Let us make this land of the 
free as free as we can possibly make it.

Pity the U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations, the talented 
and amiable Mr. George Bush. 
On top of the intrinsic dif­ 
ficulties of serving in the United 
Nations,

imperatives of Soviet policy, 
Mr. Bush finds himself actively 
brokering, in behalf of the Nixon

Assembly) 
for 
Nationalist China. 


Mr. 
Bush faces many dif­ 
ficulties. Among them is the 
emotional difficulty. Now.

is necessary. Mr. Nixon found it 
easier than any amateur might 
have thought: resistance to his 
proposed trip to Red China has 
been 
slight. 
The 
American 
people, 
who yearn for good

believe that Richard Nixon is 
simply not the kind of person 
who will make mistakes in his 
dealings 
with 
the 
enemy, 
rewarded him with a significant 
increase in the Gallup rating. 
It was left only to give flesh to 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
promise 
that 


nothing in his decision would 
suggest that he was engaged in 
betraying 
Am erica’s 
“ old 
friends.” Now there are two 
ways in which one betrays one’s 
old friends in this particular 
context. To begin with, the old 
friend 
in 
question 
is 
easily 
identified as Nationalist China. 


As regards Nationalist China, 
we are in a position to prove the 
constancy of our friendship in 
two ways, the one symbolic, the 
other substantive. As regards 
the latter, what matters is the 
defense 
treaty 
of 1955. 
Any 
suggestion 
that 
the 
defense 
treaty, passed overwhelmingly 
in the United States Senate, is 
being rescinded, would amount 
to betrayal of the coarsest kind, 
and it is not anywhere suggested 
that President Nixon entertains 
any such intention. The other 
betrayal is symbolic. And the 
assignment has been given to 
George Bush 
to prevent 
its 
happening, 
namely 
the 
ex­ 
pulsion 
of 
the 
Nationalist 
Chinese 
from 
the 
United 
Nations. 


There 
is 
no 
doubting 
the 
sincerity of Mr. Bush’s efforts to 
line up the necessary votes. And 
he has succeeded in getting a 
formidable co-sponsor, namely 
Japan, 
for 
the 
two-China 
resolution. On the other hand, 
the votes we need in the UN are 


not by any means out there 
waiting to be counted. 
The specialists, lining up the 
market situation, are frankly 
skeptical that when the vote 
comes, the United States will 
prevail. They are saying that it 
will be close, that it is altogether 
possible that the United Nations 
will 
expel 
the 
Nationalist 
Chinese in order to validate the 
Red Chinese claim to dominance 
over Taiwan. These are the 
same people, 
one pauses to 
remark, who would run away 
from any proposal to deny to the 
present 
representatives 
the 
right to dispose of the votes of 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia; 
let alone Byelorussia or the 
Ukraine. 


The international mood in the 
UN is bent on appeasing Red 
China and embarrassing the 
United States. I tend to think 
that the latter is the stronger of 
the two impulses, for one simple 
reason, which I beg you not to 
dismiss. 
Although the Soviet 
Union, for reasons of abstract 
socialist solidarity, will argue in 
favor of jettisoning Taiwan, in 
fact the Soviet Union is not going 
to work hard to oblige the Red 
Chinese. 
Therefore, 
the anti- 
Taiwan vote will be, primarily, 
not a pro-Communist vote, but 
an anti-American vote, you wait 
and see. 


So what is Mr. Bush to do? 
This depends, of course, on his 
instructions. Up until now one 
gathers that Mr. Nixon has told 
him to do what he can within the 
parliamentary situation. That 
may not prove enough: who 
knows, Upper Volta may decide 
that world peace requires the 
vaporization 
of 
Nationalist 
China. 
Eight 
years 
ago, 
Senator 
Barry Goldwater wrote a piece 
for This Week Magazine on the 
question of the admission of Red 
China. He said that the time had 
come for the United States to 
say: No. The piece was of course 
explicated, but the title told it 
all. If the United States, certain 
of 
its 
moral 
and 
historical 
footing, were to say No — why, 
that is all there would be to it. 
The question becomes — as so 
many questions do — political. 
Is Mr. Nixon prepared sym­ 
bolically to acquiesce in the 
betrayal of Nationalist China? I 
do not doubt that he is watching 
carefully to judge the American 
temper 
on 
the 
question. 
Meanwhile Mr. Bush is charged 
to Stakhanovite parliamentary 
endeavor. The appearance has 
got to be right. Actually Mr. 
Bush could hole down in the 
Waldorf Towers if he wanted to, 
and do nothing at all. All he 
would have to say is: Richard 
Nixon says No.

Well, I'll be durn. I sloughed off last week and didn't get a 


presentable bit of writing in but had intended to. I am now loose for 
a few weeks on vacation to harass all the other fishermen up and 
down the river. Maybe I'll harass a few fish too. 


I'll have coffee and rolls in the morning with Sammy Foey on 


Perry riffle and sandwiches and soda pop with Frank Fischer on 
Battle Creek bar near noon. Then maybe sack out on some sandy 
beach for a siesta or back at the Fly Shop at four, pending fishing 
conditions and steelhead attitudes. 


The time has come soon again, the fall season is about upon us, 


and anxiously awaiting each new dawn will be scattered anglers in 
the horizon as we wind our way upstream in Big Bertha, awaiting" 
the first action from a steelhead lying somewhere in the deeper 
section of a riffle. 


Meanwhile the large Kings and steelhead make their annual 


fall migration as they do each year upstream. This wonderful 
migration provided by Mother Nature causes the blood of many an 
angler to stir. October is truly the sweet of the year. As the ex- 
citement grows the fish continue to come. 


The run has been slow this year and appears to be a week or 


two later than the past few years. Some seasons, however, have 
had similar runs, so there is no real cause for alarm. They will be 
here. The rains may activate conditions much sooner than ex- 
pected. 
In recent days ve have spent some time on the upper sections 


of the river with minimal fish being taken. No salmon have started 
apawning yet and they seem to be holding tight in the deep holes. 
Steelhead three to six pounds are taken on the move in bottle necks 
and holding riffles. 


Water releases of 10,500 cubic feet per second causes some 


difficulty in angling success now. It makes it hard to get to and 
effectively fish for 'em. . . Riffles below Woodson Bridge such as 
six-mile, Mexican Camp, and Cana, are good spots now to try for 
steelhead. 
Upstream a bit further, riffles like upper Todd, Patterson, and 


Pelnar should produce now until the salmon start working. Possible 
red-hot action can be had if one finds some salmon working. Will be 
much better if the water drops. 


Up in the Bend district Les Stroud, Les Gerry, Paul Martis and 


other members of that colony of fishermen are cautiously snaking 
out a fish here and there by anchoring against the willow in a likely 
hold where fish move through or linger. 


Up further near the mouth of Battle Creek more activity 


prevails by fishermen with camps all over the place. Battle Creek 
Bar is full of people and if you are hurting for company, ye shall 
find plenty there Occasional catches are being taken there but per- 
capita, quite slow yet. Wildly shifting weather conditions has in- 
fluenced all angling the past few days. 


I might mention at this time that favorable reports are coming 


in from the Trinity River near Douglas City to Lewiston where 
pretty fair catches of steelhead and salmon are being taken. Flies 
and lures for the steelhead and fresh roe on the salmon. The fly 
fishing only stretch of water I spoke of so much near Lewiston is 
now closed to all angling as of the 15th of September. Won't open 
again now until next trout season. 


Battle Creek from the bridge to the mouth will be closed as of 


Oct l. 
and will reopen again Nov. 15 of this year. The limit in the 


creek is 10 trout or 10 pounds and one fish as prescribed in the 
regulations and will change Nov. 15 to the regular three-fish limit. 
In Battle Creek one can only angle for trout or steelhead. It is 
closed to the salmon fishing. 


I have a suggestion to all of you shore steelhead fishermen who 


walk so far and long to the fishing hole and are continually plagued 
by boats drifting right over the waters you are fishing. Such waters 
may include riffles like Price, Lourence, or Battle Creek Bar. 
Keep in mind, I don't advocate assault or profanity but maybe 
you could indicate your displeasement by placing a rock or similar 
object in an effective place in order to let the inconsiderate drifter 
know of your displeasement. Another tip for steelheaders in next 
week's column . . . how to land a fish when line is tangled in 
someone's prop.

A San Francisco victory over 


the Padres at San Diego or a 
Dodger loss at home against the 
Houston Astros would make the 
Giants champions and send 
them into the NL 
playoffs 


against Pittsburgh, beginning 
Saturday on the West Coast. 


However, a Giants' setback 


and a Dodger victory would put 
the teams in a tie for the lead 
and force a one-game playoff 
Friday at San Francisco. 


The Giants, who have led 


since April 12th, muffed an 
opportunity to clinch the title 
Wednesday night, bowing to San 
Diego 4-1 on Nate Colbert's 
three-run homer in the 10th 
inning. However, they were 
assured of no worse than a tie 
for first place when the Dodgers 
were trounced by Houston 11-0. 


Montreal defeated Chicago 6-5 


in the only other National 
League game. 


The Giants will use their ace 


right-hander, Juan Marichal, 17- 
11, against San Diego's Dave 
Roberts, a tough left-hander 
with a 14-16 record in an attempt 
to win their first title since 1962. 


However, Marichal has been 


seeing a doctor about a sore hip 
and the injury could curtail his 
effectiveness. Marichal is 3-0 
against the Padres this season, 
while Roberts is 0-3 against the 
Giants. 


Despite the figures, San Diego 


Manager Preston Gomez is 
certain there will be a playoff. 
"The last game is going to be in 
San Francisco Friday," he said. 
"Roberts is going to win for us 
and the Dodgers are going to 
win." 


Told of Gomez' prediction, 


Giants' Manager Charlie Fox 
said: "He's entitled to his 
opinion."

Los Angeles' imperturbable 


manager, Walt Alston, took the 
Dodgers' defeat as calmly as 
could be expected. "They just 
beat the hell out of us," he said. 
"But it's no worse than losing 1-

they should have at least what 
you might call a socioeconomic 
identity with one another,” he 
added. 
Agnew also contended that 
busing to achieve racial in­ 
tegra ton in public schools is no 
more desirable in the North than 
it is in the South.

Hurricane Pounds North Carolina; 
Puts Out Phone. Electric Service 


MOREHEAD CITY, 
N.

Hurricane 
Ginger 
pounded 
the North Carolina 
coast 
with 
90-mile-per-hour 
winds 
today, 
knocking 
out 
electric and telephone service, 
smashing windows and flooding 
lowlying areas. 
The 
eye

hurricane, the oldest and one of 
the largest in size on record, was 
expected to invade the coast 
shortly before noon in an area 
where hundreds of island and 
coastal residents were huddled 
in Red Cross shelters set up in 
schools, churches and National 
Guard armories. 
The U. S. Weather Service 
said 90 mph winds were reported 
as early as 4:30 a.m. at Atlantic 


Beach 
near 
here. 
A 
Civil 
Defense officials said the town 
evacuated half of its 1,500 area 
residents. 
At 6 a.m. EDT Ginger’s 70- 
mile-wide eye was about 30 
miles southeast of Morehead 
City near Latitude 34.4 North 
and Longitude 76.8 west and 
moving northwestward at 15 
mph. 
Gale force winds, which had 
extended 
250 
miles 
in 
all 
directions from the eye of the 
storm, began knocking down 
power lines and blowing out 
windows during the night along 
the coast. Weather forecasters 
said Ginger would continue her 
onslaught of the area for up to 50 
hours. 


Police Chief W W. Moore of 
Atlantic Beach said all of his 
community was plunged into 
darkness during the night when 
power lines were knocked down. 
Parts of nearby Beaufort, a 
town of about 5,000, also were 
blacked out temporarily. Both 
areas went on auxiliary power. 
At New Bern, torrential rains 
pushed the Neuse and Trent 
rivers out of their banks and left 
a foot of water in a street near 
their confluence. The w ater was 
rising at 18 inches an hour. 
Red Cross official Stu Taber 
said 1,564 residents had taken 
refuge in improvised shelters 
during the night in the countries 
of 
Cartaret, 
Pamlico 
and 
Craven. 


Homeowners and vacationers 
were put in other Red Cross 
shelters as far south as Oak 
Island, below Wilmington near 
the South Carolina state line.

State welfare chief Robert 
Carleson said Wednesday this 
would cost about $11 million of 
the expected savings.

Wednesday 
the 
State 
Supreme Court blocked changes 
in the way a welfare recipient’s 
grant is figured. But Carleson 
said this change isn’t being 
implemented right away, so the 
ruling doesn’t really affect the 
reforms. 
“Our 
attorneys 
are

analyzing this,” he said of the 
Supreme Court ruling, 
“and 


haven’t advised me as to exactly 
what action we have to take. It is 
only one section of the Welfare 
Reform Act, but 
there’s no

“ None of the other elements of 
the act are under any kind of 
restraint and we have gone 
ahead with them .”

Giants Can Do No Worse Than Tie For N.L. Pie

Well, I’ll be dura. I sloughed off last week and didn’t get a 
presentable bit of writing in but had intended to. I am now loose for 
a few weeks on vacation to harass all the other fishermen up and 
down the river. Maybe I’ll harass a few fish too. 
I’ll have coffee and rolls in the morning with Sammy Foey or 
Perry riffle and sandwiches and soda pop with Frank Fischer on 
Battle Creek bar near noon. Then maybe sack out on some sandy 
beach for a siesta or back at the Fly Shop at four, pending fishing 
conditions and steelhead attitudes. 
The time has come soon again, the fall season is about upon us, 
and anxiously awaiting each new dawn will be scattered anglers in 
the horizon as we wind our way upstream in Big Bertha, awaiting" 
the first action from a steelhead lying somewhere in the deeper 
section of a riffle. 
Meanwhile the large Kings and steelhead make their annual 
fall migration as they do each year upstream . This wonderful 
migration provided by Mother Nature causes the blood of many an 
angler to stir. October is truly the sweet of the year. As the ex­ 
citement grows the fish continue to come. 
The run has been slow this year and appears to be a week or 
two later than the past few years. Some seasons, however, have 
had similar runs, so there is no real cause for alarm . They will be 
here. The rains may activate conditions much sooner than ex­ 
pected. 
In recent days vre have spent some time on the upper sections 
of the river with minimal fish being taken. No salmon have started 
apawning yet and they seem to be holding tight in the deep holes. 
Steelhead three to six pounds are taken on the move in bottle necks 
and holding riffles. 
W ater releases of 10,500 cubic feet per second causes some 
difficulty in angling success now. It makes it hard to get to and 
effectively fish for ’em. . . Riffles below Woodson Bridge such as 
six-mile, Mexican Camp, and Cana, are good spots now to try for 
steelhead. 
Upstream a bit further, riffles like upper Todd, Patterson, and 
Peinar should produce now until the salmon start working. Possible 
red-hot action can be had if one finds some salmon working. Will be 
much better if the water drops. 
Up in the Bend district Les Stroud, Les Gerry, Paul M artis and 
other members of that colony of fishermen are cautiously snaking 
out a fish here and there by anchoring against the willow in a likely 
hold where fish move through or linger. 
Up further near the mouth of Battle Creek more activity 
prevails by fishermen with cam ps all over the place. Battle Creek 
Bar is full of people and if you are hurting for company, ye shall 
find plenty there. Occasional catches are being taken there but per- 
capita, quite slow yet. Wildly shifting weather conditions has in­ 
fluenced all angling the past few days. 
I might mention at this time that favorable reports are coming 
in from the Trinity River near Douglas City to Lewiston where 
pretty fair catches of steelhead and salmon are being taken. Flies 
and lures for the steelhead and fresh roe on the salmon. The fly 
fishing only stretch of w ater I spoke of so much near Lewiston is 
now closed to all angling as of the 15th of September. Won’t open 
again now until next trout season. 


Battle Creek from the bridge to the mouth will be closed as of 
Oct. 1 ... and will reopen again Nov. 15 of this year. The limit in the 
creek is 10 trout or 10 pounds and one fish as prescribed in the 
regulations and will change Nov. 15 to the regular three-fish limit. 
In Battle Creek one can only angle for trout or steelhead. It is 
closed to the salm on fishing. 
I have a suggestion to all of you shore steelhead fishermen who 
walk so far and long to the fishing hole and are continually plagued 
by boats drifting right over the waters you are fishing. Such waters 
may include riffles like Price, Lourence, or Battle Creek Bar. 
Keep in mind, I don’t advocate assault or profanity but maybe 
you could indicate your displeasement by placing a rock or similar 
object in an effective place in order to let the inconsiderate drifter 
know of your displeasement. Another tip for steelheaders in next 
week’s column . . . how to land a fish when line is tangled in 
someone’s prop.

Revenue Sharing 
Program Defended 
By Spiro Agnew 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
says it is “unthinkable” that 
Wilbur Mills, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, “would walk away from 
his responsibility” to act swiftly 
on President Nixon’s $5 billion 
revenue sharing program. 
Speaking

delegates at the League of 
California Cities annual con­ 
ference 
Wednesday, 
Agnew 
said: “In the next few days a 
decision will be made by the 
leaders of Congress whether to 
resume 
consideration 
of 
revenue sharing or simply kill it 
by ignoring it. . . We cannot 
afford to let it fade into the dim 
recesses of Congress.” 
Agnew, a last-minute addition 
to the conference program, said 
revenue sharing was the first 
step toward decentralizing the 
“monstrous” bureaucracy that 
has grown up around the federal 
grant and aid system. 
“We must apply the brakes to 
this 
burgeoning 
federal 
bureaucracy,” 
he 
said, 
“or 
throw in the towel regarding the 
fight to preserve our country’s 
system which has served us so 
well for nearly two centuries.” 
If such a system is to continue, 
Agnew declared, “state and 
local governments must func­ 
tion on a sound financial basis. 
In view of all that has been done 
to date it is unthinkable to me, 
Mr. Mills, that you and your 
committee would walk away 
from

the flexibility they need to 
function efficiently by meeting 
needs as determined locally and 
not in Washington.”

properly, and a 


beginner should learn to breathe 
lying down. It might make one a 
little dizzy at first, she says, but 
here is the way she does it: 


Lie down. Keep your eyes 


open and gaze at the tip of your 
nose. Close your mouth. Slowly, 
rhythmically, without 
effort, 


inhale through your nose. Fill 
upper lobes of lungs, then 
middle, finally lower portion. 
This should be done in one 
continuous breath as long as you 
can without any effort. (By 
doing so you are giving 'he 
oxygen time to combine with the 
circulating blood, she says.) 
Now — begin slow exhalation 
through the mouth as if you are 
blowing out a candle. At first 
inhalation and exhalation will be 
short, but gradually it will 
become longer and longer.

Norfolk, Va., and 
Phoenix, 
asking

camps. So far as is known, he 
hasn't collected a dime on his 
pitch 


— Four men and a woman 


hired teen-agers to solicit on 
street corners in Jackson, Miss., 
for the POW cause, and got out 
of town a stop ahead of the police 
after three days of collections. 


As the petition-signing and 


letter-writing for the POWs and 
MIAs has mounted nationwide

governing board handled with calm good sense an emotional 
request — or perhaps, more accurately demand — presented to 
them this week 


Allen Peters a long-time member of the teaching staff and an 


instructor in civics called for publishing in the school bulletin a 
notice that wearing of the flag or any portion of it would not be 
permitted He quoted the national flag code and public law to back 
his stand Principal William P Mulholland and District Superin- 
tendent Glen D Smith took the position that it isn t up to the school 
to "police federal law ' The trustees discussed it at length noted

Trustee J A Barber commented that the question of the

That really gets at the issue here Though Peters backed up his 


insistent request reference to federal law it was obviously his deep 
personal concern for the question involved that rnotu ated him The 
wisdom of the rigid rule he asked is the primary matter to be
